He had a habit of looking for ap- 
proaching acquaintances and immediate.

Then he would stop sud 
denly directly in the path of his ac- 
quaintance and either laugh loudly or 
trv to look severe and threatening.

It was several hours before Ward's 
body was identified by his wife. He was 
a brother of Martin Ward, who died 
Thanksgiving day, after he had been 
elected on the Democratic ticket to the 
Missouri House of Representatives. 

Mrs.. Ward told the police that when 
her husband left the house Saturday 
night he appeared cheerful and said he 
was going for a short walk. As he went 
out he said: “I will be back In just a 
few minutes.”

They had reached the fhurch and 
dumped a portion of the hose upon the 
ground when the horses attached to 
the cart became excited and dashed 
away with several reels of hose. The 
animals raced about town for more than 
15 minutes and then disappeared.

Tt was not the kind of 
place one would choose to be in, and if 
you had to stay there half:an hour in 
ordinary clothes you would probably be 
chilled through; but the French territo- 
rials in it had on woollen undercloth- 
ing of the thicknesé and texture of one 
of these blue flannel shirts worn by 
loggers without a coat jn all kinds of 
weather. It was bleak and uncomfort- 
abl t as cheerless and monoto-

I first came upon the flooded flelds-at 
Nieuport. That old Flemish tewn, which 
had been peacefully sleeping for sev- 
eral hundred years, looked aa if it had 
been knocked about by some malign 
power that took a malicious joy in shak- 
ing it out of its complacency. The 
houses had been so badly crumpled they 
had slumped down, or poured out, into’ 
the streets. Though the streets are fair- 
ly wide for a Flemish town, there was 
only one that could be driven through, 
and that only with difficulty. The fact 
that no fires had been started added to 
the effect. Except for the ragged shell 
holes tn wall and roof, and the thick 
peppering of rifle bullets, {t might have 
been tumbled about by the enormous 
careless hand of some supernatural 
being. 

There was not a soul] in the town. In 
fact, there were not a dozen houses 
which had not bean rendered uninhabit- 
able. Under cover of one of its build- 
ings, however, a battery of French 
suns was cracking the silence with 
timed regularity. There was something 
almost companionable and human about 
them in these surroundings. The Ger- 
mans were answering, but irregularly, 
with much bigger guns, and their crash- 
es split and rent the already torn 
ouses. 

We were in a waste of dark, still wa- 
ter, with thousands of men on both 
sides of us, any one of whom could 
have picked us off. If we could have 
seen them it would have been easier 
to bear. I know that all m: night- 
mares are going to be concerned with 
the endless drive to Lombaertzyde. We 
drove the distance in less than 10 min- 
utes, I am sure, but it seemed many 
hours. 

Many of the Germans who had fallen 
in their trenches before the water crept 
up on them were still unburied. They 
were fighting with their heavy equip- 
ment, and it held them down even long- 
er after death. Many Germans were 
weighted down by the bodies of their 
dead comrades and, too weak from loss 
of blood to help themselves, must have 
been slowly strangled by the rising 
water. Out there, looking down on 
these trenches covered with six or eight 
feet of water, you could not help think- 
ing of them struggling, turning and 
twisting, te keep their heads clear, but 
drowned in the end.

POETHALS AGAIN 
CFNDS A REQUEST 


FOR DESTROYERS 


Reiterates That War Vessels 
Are Needed to Enforce Neu- 
trality on Canal. 


| 

WASHINGTON, Dec. i4-—Col. Goe- 
thals, Governor of the Panama Canal 
sone, today reiterated his request that 
two torpedo beat destroyers be sent to 
canal sone waters to prevent violation 
ef neutrality through the misuse of 
wireless and the taking on of supplies 
by belligerent vessels. 

Because of the confidertial nature of 
Col. Goethal’'s dispatch, Secretary Gar- 
rigon declined to make it public. He 
issued thig statement: 

‘The substance of the dispatch is that, 
in Col. Goethals’ judgment, the misuse 
of radio communications within canal 
waters and the prevention of the misuse 
of these waters as a base of supplies, 
require the presence of swift-moving 
ships of the variety mentioned. Since 
the questions involved requir: the con-. 
sideration of the State Department and 
the Navy Department as well as my 
own, I have taken the matter up with 
the other departments and as soon as 
the requirements are fully ascertained 
proper action will be taken to meet 
them.” 

The Lamson, Worden, Terry, Perkins 
and Walke are in reserve at Charleston, 
5. C., and one or more of these vessels 
could be dispatched to canal waters al- 
most instantly. On the Pacific coast the 
nearest craft available are the Whipple, 
Paul Jones, Perry, Preble and Truxton, 
all lying off San Diego. 

Secretary Garrison had asked . Goe- 
thals to explain his request for estroy- 
ers. The request for destroyers came as 
@ surprise to officials ag they had re- 
ceived no intimation that neutrality was 
being violated in the vicinity of the 
canal. 

Secretary Daniels of the Navy Depart- 
ment prepared to order destroyers from 
Charleston or from the west coast of 
Mexico, according as Col. Goethals 
might indicate. 

Destroyers have been stationed out- 
side of the harbors of New York and 
San Francisco since the war began. 


Canal Forts Ordered te Prevent Co)l- 
liers From Staying Toe Long. 
PANAMA, Dec. 14—Col. George W. 
Goethals, Governor of the canal zone, 
was impelled to suggest to the Govern- 
ment at Washington that two swift 
American torpedo boat destroyers be 
stationed at the Panama Canal, one at 
each end, by the recent activity of bel- 
ligerent warships and colliers in the 

vicinity of the isthmian waterway. 
The action of the Australian collier 
‘Mallina, which left Balboa without 
clearance papers, and the fact that this 
and other colliers have shown a dispo- 
sition to disregard the canal sone ship- 
ping laws, actuated Col. Goethals to 
take a decisive measure to preserve in 
every way the neutrality of the canal. 
Nearly all the colliers have gathered 
in canal waters arrived without health 
certificates, and in several instances the 
ships sailed without clearance papers.

Don’t get excited; or, if you do, don’: 
record the fact on paper. ; 

Don’t use long words when it can be 
helped (and it generally can). 

Don’t try to put a whole letter into 
the subject, leaving nothing at all to 
say under ft.

kenzie River in the far northwest of 
Canada, arrived in New York yester- 


er Rochambeau. He is a reservist in 


the French navy and goes to join his 
ship. He is 2 years old. 

So far away in the forests is Fort 
Providence that he did not hear of the 
war until it had been going on one an‘ 
one-half months. Then he started afoot 
and walked most of the way, 1300 miles. 
he estimates, to the nearest railroad 
station. He told his story on the French 
line pier yesterday. 

“T was born at Brest and served im 
the marine corps of the French navy,” 
he said. “Eight years ago I ;went to 
Canada and became a fur trapper, buy- 
ing my supplies of the Hudson Bay Co, 
and selling my furs to them. At Fort 
Providence, where the company has @ 
trading station, there is a tribe of In- 
dians whose chief’s name is Peter Squir- 
rel. The only other white men be- 
sides myself are the company’s two or 
three agents. 

Married Indian Chief's Daughter. 

“TY Iiked the life in the forest, got aj 
Government lot, Sullt a log house and 
established my line of traps. It is a 
wild, cold country, but there is good 
money there, and my brother-in-law last 
winter gatherdd $16,000 worth of furs and 
sold them, but in the spring he found 
himself. $600 in debt to the company. 

“Peter Squirrel has a daughter, Mag- 
dalene, the prettiest Indian girl in the 
province. I was lonely and far away 
from my people. She was good to look 
upon and bright and a good bousekeep- 
er. We were married a year ago. Then 
came word that my country pwas at war. 
I was far out on my line of traps and 
was making-my way back/te the cabin 
home, where I expected td find a baby 
when I arrived. 

“Then with the call to home and fight 
ringing in my heart I fell ill in one of 
my huts on the trap line. My Indian 
assistant found me there. He came 7% 
miles along the route I should have cov- 
ered to find me. He made me as com- 
fortable as he could and set out for the 
Canadian Northwest mounted police 
post, 300 miles away, to come and look 
out for me. as I kad inflammation of 
the rungs. 

“A mounted policeman came, bringing 
an interpreter with. him lest I could 
not speak Bnglish. Three days they 
doctored me, left medicines and went. 
But before they went they found a 
black fox In one of my traps and I 
gave it to the interpreter for his trou- 
ble. It was worth $600 to him. Then I 
set out for home. There my wife said 
that if my country called me I must 
go, though then of all times she needed 
my comfort and attention, alone in the 
forest as she was, and expecting the 
baby. With blankets, a gun, bannock 
bread, flour and dried moose meat I 
started up the Mackensie River toward, 
the south until I met voyagers paddling 
the way I wanted to go. They gave me 
lifts over some of the bad places, which 
I was grateful for, as I had 1700 miles 
lto walk to get to the nearest railroad 
etation. Their lifts made my walking 
trip only 1300 as I figure it out. 

Joins Another Reservist. 

“Tt waa 600 miles of walking te Fort 
Chipewayan on Athabaska Lake. The 
‘ce Closed the river, and I had to walk 
this, following the windings of the river 
to Great Slave Lake and then the Atha- 
baska River to Fort Chipewayan. 

“Here I found another Frenchman, 
Joseph Giraud, 30 years old, a voyager, 
who was on his way out to join the 
army in France. He also had heard of 
the war late and was anxious to get on. 
There Commander A. M. L. Muller of 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
gave us documents, testifying that we 
were making every effort to reach our 
colors.

Company Drops Policy of De- 
manding Guarantee; to Re- 
turn Consumers’ Money. 


The Union. Blectric Light and Power 
Co. announced. today that it had discon- 
tinued the practice of requiring a deposit 
from residence consumers as a guaran- 
tee that the monthly bills would be paid. 
The’ company will immediately refund to 
ccnsumers all the money they have on 
deposit. 

It has-been the practice of the elec- 
tric light company to require a deposit 
of $ and in some cases $10. This money 
was left on deposit with the company 
long as the consumer remained a 
customer. Interest was paid at the rate 
of 4 per cent formerly and recently at 
the rate of 6 per cent. 

Tre deposit, as a rule, were exacted 
from renters, the owners of property 
generally being exempt. The company 
recently made an investigation to de- 
termine whether it was necessary to 
continue the policy of requiring de- 
posits. The investigation showed that in 
certain districts where people of small 
uieans lived the monthly bills averaged 
97 cents. In some neighborhoods the 
average was $1.15, $2 and higher. 

The company came to the conclusion, 
it was announced, that any person who 
was able to rent a house ought to be 
good for his electric light bill and that 
it would take a chance on him.

IN BRIBERY OFFER 
S UP FOR TRIAL 


Republican Politician and Saloon 
Man Was Indicted With L. 
A. Holdenried. 


The case of John Kratz, Republican 
politician and proprietor of the Falstaif 
Inn, 11 North Sixth street, on a charge 
of attempting to bribe Henry Klug, 
member of the House of Delegates for 
the Tenth Ward, was called for trial 
in Judge Hennings’ court today. 

Leonard A. Holdenried, a wall paper 
dealer of 3006 South Jefferson avenue, 
who is Onder indictment on the same 
charge, will be one of the principal wit- 
nesses for the State. 

Kratz was indicted March 1 last, it 
being alleged that on May 23, 1913, he 
attempted to bribe Klug to vote for a 
bill to provide an increase of 10 cents 
in the tax rate for the purpose of build- 
ing a wagon roadway over the free 
bridge. 

Mayor Had Vetoed Biull. 

This bill, which was backed by Jep- 
tha D. Howe's Southern Traction Co. of 
Illinois, had been vetoed by Mayor Kiel 
and was then up in the Mufficipal As- 
sembly for passage over the Mayor's 
veto. Only a few votes in the House of 
belegates were needed to make it a 
law. 

The indictment of Kratz followed a 
depesition made by Holdenried, who 
said that on May 23, 1913, he was in 
Kratz’s saloon, when Kratz approached 
him and asked if he knew Delegate 
Klug. He said he did, Then, according 
to his deposition, Kratz instructed him 
to get Klug and bring him to the sa- 
loon. 

Holdenried said he found Klug and 
told him there was $500 in it for him 
if he would vote for the tax increase 
bill. He testified he and Klug went to 
Kratz’s saloon, but that no money was 
paid to Klug there.

Not once, in the pictures of battle- 
fields and ruined cities, does anyone 
give the slightest indication of posing 
before the camera. The business on 
hand was too real and too urgent for 
anything of the sort. If any con- 
sciousness of being photographed is 
shown, it igs by the big, shaggy dogs 
which form so important a part of Bel- 
gium’'s motive power in peace and in 
war, and which are shown drawing ma- 
chine guns. 

Everyone Was Shivhin. 

Truly ‘‘motion” pictures are these, for 
no one was standing still when they 
were taken. Everyone was in motion, 
the soldiers to the front, the populace, 
still precipitately, to the rear and to 
the border. ™ 

Only once are Belgian troops shown in 
retreat. A retreating artillery company 
is shown moving through the streets of 
Termonde, but the retreat is not a pre- 
cipitate one. And in the advances the 
men do not hurl themselves impetuous- 
ly toward the foe, as men do in the 
make-believe of posed war scenes. Self- 
preservation is perhaps not the ‘first law 
of war, but it is not forgotten, and the 
men are shown taking every precaution 
mage possible by forestry and by in- 
trenchments, while at the same time 
sticking to the main purpose of holding 
the enemy back, 

The climax of the fighting scenes is 
reached in the reel showing the defense 
of an outpost of Antwerp. There men 
are distinctly seen to fall, killed or 
wounded by German bullets. There is 
1:0 wild, dramatic staggering back and 
tossing about of limbs and weapons. The 
man falls sidewise or slips forward on 
his face, and a moment later his com- 
rades carry him to the rear. The brav-

It will insure the selection of a better average 
in material, a more equitable representation on 
the board for different sections of the city, and 
a membership more responsive to the popular 
desire. The sentiment of St: Louis should be 
brought into agreement on this change in time 
to make its wishes effective early in the legisla, 
tive session.

The conviction that {t is going to be a long war 
ig strengthened by several public utterances of 
late, from authorities qualified to judge. With 
the end of the war in sight by spring, the fate of 
the Government ship-purchase measure might be 
a matter of small concern. But with the end 
three years away, presumably, the passage of the 
bill becomes urgent. : 
Ocean freight charges have almost doubled 
since the adjournment of Congress. This is due 
to the shortage in shipping. Germany’s 8,000,000 
tons of merchant shipping is lost to commerce. 
England has taken over hundreds of thousands 
of tons and great numbers of sailors for war 
uses. A large tonnage has been destroyed. With- 
out the purchase bill, which can restore a great 
tonnage in interned vessels to the service of the 
peaceful nations, a crisis in the ocean-carrying

Age as expressed in terms of years does not 
mean at all what it used to mean, says Dr.) 
Vaughan. The average length of life has in- 
creased. A man now is as young, has as many 
possibilities before him at 60 as his father had

Being, however, based on the experience of for- 
mer years, it does not fit present conditions with. 
exactness, and to be brought up to date requires 
some slight modification to adjust it in conform- 
ity with the data on what the Vaughan theorem 
is based. Making the changes needful to fit the 
new terms in which age is expressed, it appears 
that the man who has not by the time he is 
65 years old—formerly it was 40 years old—made
